L&D’s ciggie 
policy goes 
up in smoke

LUTON & Dunstable 
Hospital will perform a U- 
turn on its smoking policy 
and fork out £10,000 on 
special ‘shelters’ for puffers. 

Having banned smoking 
anywhere on its grounds in 
2007, the L&D has now back¬ 
tracked and will allow it in 
three designated areas. 

The hospital originally 
made its entire premises a 
‘No Smoking’ zone four 
years ago when it became 
illegal to smoke in an 
enclosed public place. 

But a survey last summer 
by the L&D’s security team 
revealed nearly one in five of 
those found smoking on the 
grounds refused to 
extinguish their cigarettes 
when asked. 

The hospital has already 
obtained planning permis¬ 
sion to erect the shelters, 



which will cost an estimated 
£10,800, and also install 
litter bins for cigarette ends 
at an additional £2,900 - at a 
total cost of £13,700. 

In December, Luton on 
Sunday exclusively revealed 
200 jobs were set to go at the 
L&D throughout 2011. 

Amanda Sandford, a 
spokeswoman for Action on 
Smoking and Health, said: 
“Some hospitals have taken 
this decision that this is the 
best option to deal with 
smokers. 

“We support NHS premises 
that are totally smoke free 


and ideally that should be 
ascribed to. 

“We understand it can be 
quite difficult to maintain 
though.” 

John Toomey, regional 
organiser for Unison, said: 
“While we are certainly sup¬ 
portive of measures to really 
cut down on smoking in 
hospitals we also try to be 
realistic on this situation. 

“The money they will 
spend on it would not have 
been as expensive had the 
L&D done this years ago. 

“I suppose it’s to provide a 
small comfort for staff and 
patients who do smoke. 
Money can always be better 
spent.” 

In a statement the L&D 
said: ‘We’ve undertaken a 
number of measures to 
encourage smokers to quit 
the habit, with notices and 
the provision of free advice 
and support at the L&D from 
the Luton Stop Smoking 
service which is available to 
both staff and patients. 


‘The L&D is taking action 
to ensure the entrances and 
grounds are kept free of 
unwelcome cigarette smoke 
and related litter. 

‘Providing smoking shel¬ 
ters does not mean that 
smokers are being encour¬ 
aged, it simply gives the hos¬ 
pital more control to restrict 
the presence of smokers. 

‘With smoking shelters on 
site, a much more strict 
approach will be taken and 
smokers will not be allowed 
to persist in smoking around 
the hospital entrances or 
anywhere else on site except 
in the designated shelters.’ 

A spokeswoman added: “It 
is not illegal. We can’t physi¬ 
cally make people stop 
smoking but we can provide 
a place in a discreet area and 
take a much stricter stance 
and say ‘you are not allowed 
to smoke here, there are des¬ 
ignated areas’.” 

There is no date confirmed 
for when the shelters will be 
bought and installed. 



Cops hunting woman burglar 
who should now be in prison 

THIS woman was jailed for burgling her 89-year-old neighbour 
and held a kitchen knife to his throat - but is on the run from 
justice. 

Police released this picture of Leanne Burris, 25, who 
repeatedly scrounged money from the victim, who she knew, in 
Althorp Road, Luton. He had even pushed her in her pram when 
she was a baby. 

On Wednesday, Judge Richard Foster handed Burris a six year 
sentence - but she was not present at the Luton Crown Court 
hearing, having been missing since January when she was 
convicted of burglary and aggravated burglary. 

After her arrest in July last year, she was found a place at a bail

A BAG containing 
‘potentially dangerous’ 
drugs has been stolen from 
the back of an ambulance. 

A green paramedic’s 
responder bag was stolen 
between 11.34pm on 
Tuesday and 12.05am 
Wednesday while a crew 
was inside a house 
attending a 999 call in 
Garden Road, Dunstable. 

The drugs are used to 
treat conditions such as 
heart attacks, diabetes, 
anaphylactic shock, 
asthma and overdoses. 

Ambulance service 
spokesman Gary 
Sanderson said: “First and 
foremost this is a 
despicable act to carry out 
on an ambulance while 
they were on duty. The 


drugs that have been 
stolen are potentially 
dangerous in the wrong 
hands and could prove 
fatal if used incorrectly.” 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Greg Horsford said: “Theft 
of any kind is deplorable 
but theft from the back of 
an ambulance is 
particularly abhorrent.

“We are also keen to 
speak to anyone who, with 
hindsight, recalls seeing 
anything suspicious in 
Garden Road or knows of 
someone trying to sell a 
quantity of drugs.”

hostel in Lambeth. She was supposed to 
report to police daily but she never turned up 
at the hostel and was circulated as a wanted 
person. 

Back in January her victim, now 90, said he 
felt sorry for her when she got older and paid 
her to do some cleaning and would also give 
her money for her rent. 

He said: “She was quite helpful then but she 
went on drugs and it was hopeless then. She 
became very erratic and would get violent 
and I stopped letting her in.” 

Prosecutor Piers Vonberg said that on July 
25 the victim was taking an afternoon nap 
when she climbed in through his bedroom 
window and took £5 from his trousers and 
then searched about downstairs. 

The pensioner reported that matter to 
police but two days later he woke in the 
morning to find her in his bedroom holding a 
kitchen knife to his throat. 

He said: “She said she was going to kill me 
for reporting her to police. I said if she was 


going to do it to make it quick because I 
didn’t deserve to suffer. He said she found 
some more cash and wanted his bank Post 
Office card but he gave her an old one and 
she left, later ringing the house in a rage 
because she could not get any money out.” 

She was arrested the same day. She told 
police that on the first occasion she had gone 
to the house to repay him some money but 
when she got no reply she became worried 
and climbed up to the bedroom window. 

She said on July 27 she had gone to borrow 
some money to buy drugs but denied 
threatening him with a knife. 

PC Chris Avery said: “The court 
acknowledged that during these incidents 
Burris had caused so much stress and fear of 
violence for the victim that the sentence was 
reflective of this. 

“We are continuing to search for Burris and 
anyone who knows of her whereabouts is 
urged to contact the police, in confidence, on 
01582 394252, or Crimestoppers, 
anonymously, on 0800 555 111.” 


Council boss could be 
grilled over costly deal

THE chief executive of a 
Bedfordshire council could face 
questioning following a deal 
that cost taxpayers more than 
£7 million in compensation. 

Richard Carr, who is the chief 
executive of Central 
Bedfordshire Council, could be 
called back to Wolverhampton 
City Council to explain his part 
in a partnership which saw a 
£68m deal with computer sys¬ 
tem firm, Axon Solution, that 
was eventually scrapped. 

Wolverhampton Council is 
carrying out an internal invest¬ 
igation into the deal which was 
recommended for the go-ahead 
by Mr Carr. 

The council chief said: “When I 
was recruited to Central 
Bedfordshire I highlighted this 
issue because I had recom¬ 
mended that a review take place 
and fully expected to take part in 
it. One of the reasons that such a 
review is important is so that the 
facts can be accurately reported 



and understood. Now that 
Wolverhampton has initiated 
the process I will be happy to 
speak with Patricia Hughes, who 
is leading it. 

“I am sure there will be lessons 
to be learnt from this project but 


it would be wrong for anyone to 
pre-judge the findings and 
conclusions of the review at this 
point.” 

It was due to save residents 
£126.6m over ten years but was 
ditched soon after the Tory party 
came to power at the council in 
2009. 

Wolverhampton’s council 
officers claimed the system had 
a number of risks and members 
decided the authority couldn’t 
afford and wouldn’t deliver 
savings predicted. 

Its chief executive Simon 
Warren said: “The council has 
appointed Patricia Hughes to 
complete a ‘lessons learnt’ 
review on the proposed Axon 
contract and settlement. 

“The review will involve 
consideration of all the docu¬ 
mentation surrounding the 
matter and interviews with 
elected members, officers - 
including those who have subse¬ 
quently left the authority and 
external agencies. 

“However, the final list of 
people that Mrs Hughes will 
interview has not yet been 
confirmed.” 


Residents get £7k for 
council consultations 

NEARLY £7,000 has been paid out since 
2009 to residents for taking part in 
consultations. 

During 2009/10, Luton Borough Council 
paid £1,080 in cash and vouchers, while 
the figure for the following year rose to 
£5,710. 

In February, the council revealed it spent 
nearly £2,500 on hosting a consultation 
day for 750 residents last year. The cost 
included the venue hire, £20 expenses for 
all participants and hospitality. 

Cllr Michael Garrett, leader of the Town 
Hall’s Conservative group, criticised the 
use of vouchers as incentives. 

He said: “I don’t think they’re paid too 
much but I don’t believe in the principle of 
getting information through using 
incentives to get people to attend 
meetings. 

“I am not against people on low incomes 
getting the price of their travel on the bus 
or taxi but I’m strongly against the 
principle of giving them vouchers.” 

A council spokesman said: “Incentives to 
attend meetings are sometimes helpful 
when we particularly need feedback from 
a wide range of people from different 
backgrounds, especially from those who 
would not usually get involved. 

“The Consultation Institute (the national 
best practice organisation on 
consultation) is supportive of this 
approach. We do offer vouchers, usually 
The Mall shopping vouchers, on certain 
occasions where a high percentage of 
residents at the event are likely to be on 
benefits and a cash payment could affect 
their entitlements.”

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Operation success will 
prevent burglary surge

NEARLY 200 arrests have 
been made in just two weeks 
in a major police operation. 

Nine prolific thieves and 185 
‘named suspects’ for low level 
crimes were apprehended 
across the county by 
Bedfordshire Police during 
the second half of March. 

The nine ‘top tier’ offenders, 
who were wanted by the force 
for burglary or car crime, were 
arrested or charged and 
remanded in custody 

John Fletcher, deputy chief 
constable of Bedfordshire 
Police (left), said the opera¬ 
tion will not only reassure the 
public but have criminals 
looking over their shoulders 
waiting for a knock on their 
door. 

He said: “The arrest of these 
burglars and reduction in 


named suspects is significant 
and reflects our determina¬ 
tion to fight crime and protect 
the public. 

“Traditionally the number of 
homes broken into goes up at 
this time of year so it was 
important that we target 
these individuals and prevent 
that spike from happening 
again. 

“This operation is of course 
‘business as usual’ as we are 
carrying out these types of 
arrests every day, but focusing 
on burglars in this way sends 
a significant message we 
hope. 

“The arrest of 185 additional 
offenders in just two weeks 
has been significant. Of 
course it is our aim to get 
named suspects in custody on 
a regular basis but this ‘clear- 
up’ will mean more offenders 
are brought to justice as a 
result of this sustained effort.” 


Third arrest made by 
police in shooting case 


Balaclava gang storm 
flat in the early hours 


A THIRD man has been 
arrested on suspicion of 
attempted murder in connec¬ 
tion with a shooting last year. 

The victim was shot on 
September 28 at around 
10.30pm in Olympic Close, 
Luton, and members of the 
public dialled 999 after find¬ 
ing him on the pavement 
with three gunshot wounds. 
More than six months later 
he remains in a serious con¬ 
dition in hospital. 

On Tuesday a 32-year-old 
was arrested in connection 
with the police investigation. 
He has now been released on 
bail pending further investi¬ 
gations. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Mark Ross said: “This investi¬ 


gation is still ongoing and we 
will leave no stone unturned 
to find out who was responsi¬ 
ble for this shooting. 

“We are still appealing to 
members of the public to 
come forward with informa¬ 
tion and I would reassure 
anyone who wishes to speak 
to the police that they can do 
so confidentially. 

“Every piece of information 
given to us will be pursued to 
ensure this investigation 
reaches a satisfactory conclu¬ 
sion and those responsible 
are put before the courts.”

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Under-fire council leader 
hits back at the Lib Dems

THE leader of the Liberal Democrats in 
Luton has criticised the council leader 
for ‘not knowing the details’ of the sale 
of the old Drill Hall site.

Labour council leader Hazel Simmons 
said she did not know one of the groups 
bidding for the site had been given the 
status of ‘preferred bidder’, did not know 
that negotiations were proceeding and 
did not know the name of the preferred 
bidder until the local press broke the 
story. 

“There is no excuse for the leader of the 
council not knowing the details of the 
sale of this prime town centre site.” 

Cllr Simmons said: “I am horrified that 
the Lib Dems are playing the politics of 
race with this issue and treating the resi¬ 
dents of High Town with such contempt, 
desperately trying to stir up trouble 
around such a sensitive subject. 

“We have already apologised for the 
way we handled this. My question is 
when are the Lib Dems going to apolo¬ 
gise for their sustained and vicious 
assault on Luton’s people?”

Lowered Hatters Way speed limit causes Town Hall row 


THE reduction of the speed 
limit on one of Luton’s major 
roads came under fire at 
Tuesday’s night full council 
meeting. 

Town Hall Conservative group 
leader Cllr Michael Garrett 
asked why the Hatters Way 
speed limit had been reduced 
from 40 mph to 30 mph. 


It was cut in November 
2010 until construction of 
the Luton Dunstable Busway 
is completed in May 2012, 
when the limit will revert to 
40mph. 

At the meeting Cllr Garrett 
argued ‘people do not 
understand’ what speed they 
should be doing since the 


change has caused 
confusion. In response to his 
comments, Labour Cllr Roy 
Davis said: “It is intended to 
provide a safer working 
environment in this vicinity. 

“In Hatters Way there will 
be an enormous amount of 
work going on and very large 
vehicles around. 


“It would be unsafe if the 
speed limit was not reduced.” 

Speaking after the meeting 
Cllr Garrett said: “I travel 
down there at night and you 
get people flashing their 
lights at you because you’re 
going too slow. 

“I think it could be the 
cause of more accidents.”

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Cops reply to blast 
from angry resident

A MAN whose trailer was stolen 
from outside his house - and has 
the crime captured on a neigh¬ 
bour’s CCTV - has complained 
about the police response. 

The CCTV footage shows what 
appears to be a white tipper truck 
driving up Hyde Road, 
Caddington, before pulling up on 
to the grass verge on Monday 
afternoon. 

Three men get out, make their 
way on to the drive of resident 
Colin Clark, grab his trailer and 
drag it to the truck which then 
pulls off. 

Mr Clark, 54, said: “I left the 
house around 1.05pm and the 
trailer was there. 

“From the CCTV I’ve seen that 
at around 1.20pm a truck pulled 
up and three men got out and 
took it. 

“I told the police about this and 
what annoys me is the police’s 
attitude. There’s no policing basi¬ 
cally. 

“They gave me a crime refer¬ 
ence number and said they 
would get back to me as soon as 
possible. 

“I bet the trailer has been sold 
or being used for scrap metal so 


I’m not hopeful that I’ll get it 
back. 

“If the police had responded 
quicker they may have recog¬ 
nised the van or the people and 
nicked them - but they just left 
it.” 

The CCTV footage came from 
Mr Clark’s neighbour, Patrick 
Smith, who lives opposite him. 

A Bedfordshire Police spokes¬ 
woman said: “Officers have spo¬ 
ken to the victim of this crime, 
and had attempted to obtain the 
camera evidence from the neigh¬ 


bour. Unfortunately, the neigh¬ 
bour was repeatedly obstructive 
and impolite towards officers 
who contacted him and an offi¬ 
cer was therefore only able to see 
the images on Friday, after also 
calling at the house twice. 

“On viewing the images, it was 
established there was no identifi¬ 
cation possible from the poor 
quality of images taken by the 
camera.” 

We contacted Mr Smith regard¬ 
ing Bedfordshire Police’s claims. 
He declined to comment.

AFTER 15 years as a councillor, 
Lord Qurban Hussain (left) has 
announced he will not be stand¬ 
ing in next month’s local elec¬ 
tions.

The figures come from Race 
Horse Deathwatch, an online data¬ 
base established by Animal Aid in 
March 2007, because the racing 
industry refuses to publish mean¬ 
ingful information about race¬ 
course fatalities. 

There can be only two explana¬ 
tions for the industry’s silence on 
this issue. Either it does not care 
about the horses it kills, or it is 
fearful of the truth getting out.

Emergency services 


AROUND 30 emergency service 
members are gearing up to take 
part in a boxing match to raise 
cash for wounded soldiers. 

Proceeds from the Help The 
Heroes charity event, being held 
on May 21, will go towards 
building a personnel recovery 
centre at the Army’s Colchester 
Garrison to help soldiers recover 
from injury or illness and return 
them to duty or civilian life. 

The Bedfordshire Police team is 
captained by Detective Sergeant 
Ryan Brammer, who is based at 
Luton Police Station, and will 
include officers from all across 
the county. 

Det Sgt Brammer, who has 
been in the force for ten years, 
said: “I first heard about this 
through an internal email and I 
thought it would be a great 
opportunity to raise money for a 
great cause. 

“The boxing is very new to me 
and I have stepped up a training 
regime to help me with my 
fitness and I’m going to a trainer. 

“There has been lots of support 
for the fire service and quite a lot 
for the police so I am hoping the 
event will be a big sell-out. 

“Having spoken to other 
officers there are a couple who 
have limited experience with 
Thai boxing or normal boxing 
but most of them are as raw to it 
as I am.

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What is Easter? 

Easter celebrates the resurrection of Jesus, which according to Christian belief happened on the third 
day after his crucifixion.

Wet rooms flood the market! These state- 
of-the-art mini spas are particularly ideal 
for the sporty family in a hurry or where 
space is at a premium. They're a doddle to 
keep clean - no more slimey shower 
curtains or screens that get grained with 
limescale because the water simply drains 
away through a hole in the floor. 

But wet rooms do tend to be the more 
expensive option as the floor needs to be 
lined to make it waterproof. And be 
prepared for everything, including the loo 
paper, to get utterly soaked.

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WHETHER it's a balcony, a patio, a back 
yard or a garden that you've got - if the 
weather this summer is kind then, odds 
are, you are going to want to spend some 
time out in it.

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Capability Brown knew a thing or two 
about gardens. Nobody could map out a 
formal Italian terrace like he could; he was 
a dab hand with a trowel in the 
herbaceaous border and he had an eye for 
creating a stunning vista across lakes and 
rolling, sheep-nibbled parkland.

Brabin gets first 



Plater shakes down new Honda 


M0T0RSP0RT 

STEVE Plater joined forces with 
Keith Amor and John McGuinness 
for a shakedown test at Darley 
Moor recently to ensure there were 
no minor problems with the new 
CBR1000RR World Endurance 
bikes before heading off to Europe 
for a series of pre-season tests. 

The planned test at Donington 
Park had to be cancelled because 
of the late delivery of some new 
parts for the Superbikes and so the 
Honda TT Legends team moved 
on to Albacete in Spain for a full 
on test session with Dunlop. 

Steve, from Woodhall Spa, near 
Lincoln, enjoys the Albacete cir¬ 
cuit and said: “Albacete is my 
favourite Spanish circuit for test¬ 
ing as you spend so much time at 
full lean, twisty and technical - 
making it easy to feel changes 
made to the bike’s geometry.” 

The three riders were joined by 
some new staff, some with 
Endurance experience and some 
without - but all proved to be very 
capable. 

The first day was sunny, not too 
warm but dry ideal conditions to 
get some basic mileage in, blow 
away the cobwebs and make the 
first steps to finding a good base 
setting for the Honda. 

Plater said: “Although we have 
access to HM plant Honda’s data, 
our bikes are quite different as the 
Endurance bikes have wider 
swing-arms, fork yolks and bigger 
fuel tanks that make them heavier 
with harder compound tyres for 
distance. 



“The main goal for this first test 
was to find the parameters of the 
Honda’s working window with 
these different components. This 
can be tough enough for one rider 
but for three riders to try every dif¬ 
ferent setting takes a great deal 
more time. 

“By the end of day one we had 
worked through a number of set¬ 
tings but none of us was too 
happy with the bikes’ reac¬ 
tions through Albacete’s 
twisty turns. 

“The original plan for 
day two was to try some 
race simulation but we 
decided it was more 
important to find the 
main parameters of 
the bike and so we sat 
down to make a plan to 
check ride heights front 
and rear, wheel base 
lengths, all Dunlop’s 
tyres, some different 
mappings and some 
simple rider position¬ 
ing.” 

The team worked very 
well together thus making 
the rider’s job much easier 
and although day two was 
extremely busy, the hard 
work paid dividends 
resulting in all three lap 
ping comfortably, competi 
tively and within one second of 
each other. 

As there are still many 
things to test on the 
bikes and also in the 
pit box, the back¬ 
up team stayed 


an extra day to test wheel changes 
and to prepare for next week’s test 
at Magny Cours when Plater and 
his teammates will have the 
chance to check out the circuit 
ahead of the first round of the 
World Endurance championship - 
the Le Mans 24 hour race - that 
takes place over April 16 
and 17.

GARY Brabin has had to wait 
four games for his first win as 
Luton Town manager, but it was 
perhaps inevitable that it when 
it did come it would be against 
Southport - the club who he 
both played for and managed. 

After three consecutive draws 
since Brabin stepped up from sec¬ 
ond in command to replace 
Richard Money, the Hatters finally 
broke their duck in a one sided 
contest that takes them a step 
closer to securing a spot in the 
Blue Square Bet Premier play-offs. 

Amari Morgan-Smith and 
Robbie Willmott had put them in 
front at the interval, with the rest 
of the goals coming in the last six 
minutes as Southport imploded. 
Freddie Murray, Jason Walker, 
Zdenek Kroca and Claude 
Gnakpa from the penalty spot 
sealed a crushing victory, while 
the visitors also had Adam Flynn 
sent off after the final whistle for 
abusing the referee. 

The home side were dominant 
and they almost took the lead 
through the most unlikely of 
sources in the 13th minute. 


Walker picked out Kroca, who 
had gone up for a corner, with a 
great through ball, only for the 
imposing centre half to blast the 
shot high over the bar. 

Luton took the lead on 22 min¬ 
utes and it was Morgan-Smith who 
put the Hatters ahead from a set 
piece. Southport had already con¬ 
ceded a free kick 25 yards out, but 
when Aaron Turner was deemed to 
have handled Willmott’s shot that 
saw another one awarded on the 
edge of the area. Morgan-Smith 
took it and curled the ball into the 
bottom corner. It was not until the 
35th minute that the visitors were 
able to manage a shot on goal 
when they were awarded a free 
kick on 20 yards out. 
Nevertheless, Hatters goalkeeper 
Mark Tyler was untroubled by 
McGinn's attempt as it went 
harmlessly over. 

Two minutes later, Luton added 
to their tally. Lawless perfectly 
threaded a through-ball to 
Willmott who beat the offside 
trap before sweetly chipping the 
on-coming McMillan for his 
fourth goal of the season. 

The away side showed more 
urgency when the second half got 
underway while Luton also 
appeared to slacken off a bit, but 
they were still unable to create 
any clear cut chances in what was 
a fairly quiet opening 15 minutes 


after half time. Tyler was called 
into action when Kroca failed to 
head clear a ball into the box. 

The veteran Luton stopper was 
alert to the danger though and got 
down before striker Daly could get 
there. 

Then on 65 minutes McNeil 
headed over from six yards out, 
while fellow Southport sub Tony 
Gray hit a fizzing shot from the 
edge of the area to test Tyler. The 
impressive John Paul Kissock also 
kept the Hatters goalie honest in 
the 70th minute with a curling 
free kick that he turned away. The 
home side countered after clear¬ 
ing the resulting corner and 
Walker fired just over after a fine 
move that started with Gnakpa’s 
surging run from deep. He passed 
to Lawless, who in turn fed the 
striker, but Walker could not get 
his shot on target. 

But the Sandgrounders misery 
was compounded six minutes 
from the end when Murray 
received the ball from a throw-in, 
waltzed into the area unchal¬ 
lenged and when he tried his luck 
the shot took a deflection and 
went in. Walker’s hard work was 
also rewarded in the 88th minute 
when he stabbed home after his 
initial shot had been parried by 
McMillan.

GRAHAM Earl has confirmed that his next 
show at the iconic York Hall on Saturday, May 
7, will feature two Southern Area title bouts, 
including a rematch between Daniel Cadman 
and Paul Morby. 

The Luton boxer-turned-promoter put on the 
original bout at the Bethnal Green venue back 
in January which ended in a 96-96 draw on the 
scorecard of referee Jeff Hinds after ten rounds.

The announcement comes after Earl was 
forced to postpone his show scheduled for 
Belfast’s King’s Hall last Saturday, where he 
had been hoping to exhibit many of the city’s 
pugilists that have joined his stable. 

Earl said: “I’m really disappointed that we 
have had to postpone Fists of Fury, it had all 
the makings of being a really fantastic show 

“It’s been one of those weeks, various circum¬ 
stances conspired to put the show at risk early 
in the week, but when we started to get fighter 
injuries as well we couldn’t see any other 
option but to call it off.” 

The former British and Commonwealth 
lightweight champion is still optimistic of 
rescheduling that event, although it will be a 
few months before anything is confirmed.

THE look on Gary Brabin’s face as he 
came out for his post-match press 
conference said it all. Beaming with 
a smile from ear to ear, the Luton 
Town boss could finally celebrate 
his first win since taking over the 
managerial hotseat at Kenilworth 
Road. 

It was not just a win, it was a crush¬ 
ing victory for the Hatters. It also 
came against Southport - the club 
Brabin represented 14 times as a 
player in 2006 and then managed to a 
place in the Conference North play¬ 
offs two years later. 

“It was a great way to get your first 
victory,” said Brabin after seeing his 
side put six past the hapless 
Sandgrounders, with six different 
players on the scoresheet for the hosts.

“From a selfish point of view, I want¬ 
ed my first win but, first and foremost, 
with the togetherness of the fans and 
the players - they deserved it. 

“The players have done everything 
I have asked of them and responded 


brilliantly. There is a really good 
atmosphere around the place and 
they have worked hard. 

“Credit to Southport, they had a lit¬ 
tle 20 minute period when they put 
us under pressure and tested our 
defensive side, which we have been 
working on, and I thought the lads 
did it fantastically well. 

“All of the attacking players are fir¬ 
ing on all cylinders and at the 
moment we are spreading the goals 
throughout the team.” 


Amari Morgan-Smith, Robbie 
Willmott, Freddie Murray, Jason 
Walker, Zdenek Kroca and Claude 
Gnakpa were the men on target, and 
although four of the goals came 
inside the last six minutes the 
scoreline probably reflected how 
one-sided the majority of the game 
was. 

Gnakpa, who scored a penalty in 
added time, was praised by Brabin 
after coming on as a second half sub¬ 
stitute. The boss also revealed that he 


had rested the Frenchman to make 
sure he is at his in peak fitness for the 
closing stages of the season. 

He said: “Claude’s attitude has been 
a different class. I told him what I 
think of him and it was a difficult 
decision I had to make for him to 
miss out. 

“We know what Claude Gnakpa can 
do; he has played a lot of games, he is 
a fit lad, but I want Gnakpa at his 
best. I don’t just want to play him week 
in, week out because of what he can 


do - I want him to deserve that 
chance. I’ve pulled him out while he 
is on fire and I told him I wanted to 
use him second half, and I expect the 
same attitude. He has come on and 
he has been brilliant.” 

Crawley Town’s 3-0 victory at 
Tamworth meant Steve Evans’ men 
secured the Blue Square Bet Premier 
title, and they are the next opponents 
for Luton when they head to the 
Broadfield Stadium on Tuesday 
evening. 

And while Hatters fans may love to 
spoil the party for the Red Devils in 
the midweek meeting, Brabin is more 
concerned with making sure they get 
three points to cement their place in 
the play-offs. 

“Full credit to them, they’ve won it,” 
he said, adding: “There’s nothing we 
can do about it and we don’t want to 
be relying on other teams, we have to 
concentrate on ourselves. 

“They’ll enjoy the day; they’ll be 
really up for it and I'm sure they’ll 
note the occasion, parading the tro¬ 
phy and whatever else. 

“We’ve just got to go there, be pro¬ 
fessional, not get wound up and 
carry on doing what we have been 
doing the last few games.”
